which had prompted the crime nnd as 
to the exact manner of its commis- 
sion; but in spite of almost hourly ru- 
mors of the capture of the missing 
Chinaman In almost every quarter of 
the United States there, was nothing 
tangible upon which to base a clew of 
use In tracing down the murderer. 


The advanced stale of decomposi- 


tion of the body when found precluded 
any autopsy or examination to show 
what tlie cause of death had been. 


The theory of Quon Yik Nam that 


the girl had died from an overdose of 
chloroform administered by Leon can- 
not be confirmed, as Ihe handkerchief 
which his roommate, Chung Sin, de- 
clares he saw 'over mouth, has disap- 
peared. 


Important Letters Found. 


The finding of the two letters writ- 


ten by Leon to Chu Gain, whom he | 
regarded as his rival in the affections 
of the Sigel girl, in which'Leon threat- 
ens the life of both Chu Gain and the 
young woman, is the best evidence ob- 
tained as yet to show the motive, of 
the tragedy. Both these letters, which 
are in Chinese and signed "The Chief,". 
were today shown to Chung Sin and 
readily identified by -him as having 
been written by the fugitive. 


The text of these letters 
has not 


been revealed, but it Is known that in 
them Chu Gain- Is threatened with' vio- 
lent death unless' he discontinued his 
attentions. to Miss Sigel.

Has Some Sincere Advocates. 


"About every ten years some oily- 


tongued demagogue bobs up, offering 
the people of the United States in a 
plausible way, an exchange of unsound 
principles for fundamental facts. Par- 
ticularly is this the 'case in the realm 
of finance. We have had flat money 
state bank money, the greenback, th< 
trade dollar, sixteen to one, and now 
we have the bank guaranty fallacy to 
contend with.

and value of the collateral held to se- 
cure same, are given particular atten- 
tion, as it is a well' known fact that 
a very large proportion of bank fail-, 
ures in the United States has been due 
to improper security on loans of this' 
character.

grandson of Col. John Allen Attends Bankers' Con- | 


vention in Fort Wayne. 


One of the prominent figures in at- 


tendance at the convention of the In- 
diana Bankers' association in Fort 
Wayne is Logan C. Murray, a grand- 
son of Colonel John Allen, for whom 
Allen county was named. Mr. Murray- 
is president of the American National 
bank at Louisville, and one of the 
country's distinguished financiers. He 
was one of the founders of the Ameri- 
can Bankers' association and an early 
presldent of that organization. 


This is Mr. Murray's first visit to 


Fort Wayne, and to a respresentatiVe 
of The Sentinel the eminent southern 
financier said that it was the gratifi- 
cation of a desire ha had long pos- 
sessed to see the county tvhich had 
been named in honor of his ancestor. 
His close business relations with Indi- 
ana financiers made it an additional 
pleasure to come to Fort Wayne when 
so many of them were gathered here. 


Of particular Interest to Mr. Murray 


was his visit to the court house, where 
the portrait of Colonel Allen has been 
given a prominent place in the his-' 
torlcal room of the building. The por- 
trait is a famous one. with an inter- 
esting history- It was painted by Matt 
.Tewett probably about 1810. so that 
It Is almost one lyindred years old. The 
portrait was in the family for seventy- 
five years, finally falling Into the keep- 
Ing of a distant relative, who sold it to 
Allen county some years ago. the com- 
missioners purchasing It for its iocal 
historic interest 


"I recall the old portrait well," said 


Mr. Murray,- "for 
in my boyhood it 


hung in the living room of my mother's 
homeland while I regretted Its pass-

"It is a pathetic gratifi- 
cation to me," he continued, "to stand 
here and reflect that this was territory 
through which Col. Allen led his regi'- 
ment on the way northward to the bat- 
tle In which he met his death fighting 
for his country." 
The distinguished 


officer was killed in 1813 at the battle 
o£ Rlx-er Raisin, where the city of Mon- 
roe. Mich., is now located. 


Mr. Murray, -who is himself 64 years 


of age. has in his possession the watch 
carried by Colonel Allen on his fated 
expedition nearly one hundred years 
ago. It was left hanging on a nail tn 
the cabin which was Colonel Allen's 
headquarters when

Jn the clearing house, under the cus- 
tody of the examiner; the original Is 
delivered to the president of tho bank 
fdr the wo of its directors. The di- 
rectors are • notified the examination 
has been made and that the report 
has been delivered to the president, 
•with the request that tho individual 
directors acknowledge, receipt of ex- 
aminer's notice. 
This acknowledg- 


ment Is Insisted upon, and if condi- 
tions warrant, a detailed reply, signed- 
by all of the directors, regarding mat- 
ters complained of. in the report, and 
a. statement from them as to what 
•teps will he taken to correct the 
tame, is required. 


.Urgo* Plan for Indiana. 


"The detaDed report Is not examined 


by the clearing house committee un- 
less in the Judgment of the examiner. 
It is- necessary to do so. When In the 
Judgment of -the examiner a condition 
exists that fa not in harmony -with 
sound hanking, or the federal or state 


after due consideration by that body, 
the officers and directors of tho bank 
under examination are brought before 
the committee, given a hearing, and 
If conditions are not corrected, or n 
satisfactory adjustment of same made, 
the ,bank Is denied the privilege of the 
clearing house, which every 
officer 


knows would bo very injurious to his 
Institution. 


"Thus there 


banks as received these postal deposits, 
showing that in the case of an In- 
solvent bank, postal depositors might 
receive 100. cents on the tlojlar of their 
accounts and other depositors nothing.

Hit Postal Savings Bank Plan. 


Col. D. N. Foster followed with an 


address on "Postal Savings Banks." 


Postal Savings Banks. 


In opening his address Colonel Fos- 


ter referred to the fact that the effort 
to get tlie "United States to embark 
in that form of the banking Business 
known as the postal - savings 
bank 


system is not a new one, the attempt 
at legislation in tha{ direction having 
started in 1871—more than a genera- 
tion ago. He asserted that the agita- 
tion :had been carried 'forward by pol- 
iticians and literary theorists, but that 
merchants, 
manufacturers, 
bankers, 


railway managers—the men most-like- 
ly to have an intelligent appreciation 
of the results of the proposed law— 
have never been favorable to Its enact- 
ment. 


Ha briefly sketched the provisions of 


the bill now pending in the United 
States senate and contended they were 
socialistic and contrary to the spirit 
of our institutions; an Invasion of,pri- 
vate rights; there being no more, call 
for'-the government to embark in' the 
banking busingss-'than |n t},e jife an(j 
fire insurance business. The proposed 
law, he said, would result in draining 
rural and sparsely settled portions of 
the country of their surplus monies, so 
much needed for local 
development, 


cently declared 
In a public address 


that the United States'has In its sav- 
ings banks one-halt as much as all 
the rest of the world. That certainly 
did not Indicate any lack of savings 
bank facilities. Answering the claim 
that these postal savings banks were 
needed for "Ignorant foreigners," dis- 
trustful of our bunking institutions, he 
made the statement that the govern- 
ment could not afford- to -encourage 
such distrust, and it was its duty to 
help to Americanize such foreigners. 
In conclusion he asserted 
that 
the 


postal bank system of Europe 
was 


necessary to such countries because 
the dollars of the money-savers were 
needed to build "Drcadnaughts" and 
sustain vast standing armies. 


Col. Foster was the recipient of 


many compliments upon Ills, effort, Mr. 
Murray, of Louisville; declaring it tho 
best treatment of the subject ho had 
ever hoard, and suggesting that the 
Indiana, association arrange to have 
his address printed and widely cir- 
culated.

One of the strangest sights that our 


streets have ever presented will be 
seen on the morning that the Buffalo 
Bill Wild West and Pawnee Bill Far 
East appears in our city. The engine 
and cars which will be used In "The 
Great Train Hold-Up by Indians" will 
be taken through the streets from the 
railroad cars to the exhibition grounds 
under the engine's own electric power. 
Ir. planning for the "Great Train Hold- 
Up by Indians" the management ex- 
perienced great difficulty In providing 
for an engine, as It would be quite Im- 
possible to transport a real locomotive 
from town to town and use It In the 
exhibition. It is a. peculiar fact that 
In presenting a scene typical of the 
primitive 'West that the latest Inven- 
tion of modern science was called upon 
to solve a difficult problem. An elec- 
trical dray, used originally In trans- 
porting merchandise through the city 
streets, was called into requisition as 
the basis for a mimic locomotive. The 
wheels of the truck, reconstructed to 
suit the purpose, form what are the 
driving wheels of the real locomotive. 
Upon this basis a superstructure was 
erected in Imitation of'a practical lo- 
comotive. The inventive ingenuity- of 
the Yankee has • provided the engine 
with an appliance that makes It emit 
black smoke, with a loud puffing noise; 
there is a whistle, bell and an electric 
headlight of great power. The engineer, 
seated in the cab, operates the engine 
and "all of Its appliances In the same 
'manner that the railroad .engineer con- 
trols his Iron horse. While there will 
be no street parade of the conventional 
sort with the Wild West and Far East, 
the transfer of this unique engine, with 
its train of cars,'from the. railroad to 
the show grounds, accompanied by In- 
dians In their picturesque garb, the 
Mua|cal Elephants and camels, used in 
the Far East scene, will constitute a 
sight more Interesting and vastly more 
picturesque than the street parade of 
the ordinary tented exhibition. When 
the paraphernalia arrives at the show 
groun'ds, with its hundreds' of horses, 
the public will be able to witness an 
equally picturesque scene and unusual 
sight in the erection of the -Indian 
tepees by the band of a hundred real 
redmen and their squaws who accom- 
pany the exhibition.

Over $148 Per Street Lamp? 


Besides the fixed expenses of Fort Wayne's lighting plant are the VARI- 


ABLE expenses. 
, 


As we have noted, the fixed expenses do jiot vary proportionately to the. out-, 


put of the plant. 


The variable expenses are proportioned to the output and include productive • 


labor, fuel, material for maintenance and repairs and such-items as are paid -for as 
items of current" expense. : 
• 


These are generally referred to as OPERATING- expenses. 
. 
, 


Now, .as to operating expense of the Fort Wayne plant, the City does not yet 


know just what the annual cost will be, as it has been in the lighting business,only 
since October. 
' 
. 


However, after a few months' experience in meeting bills, the council decided 


that it was justified in reckoning on an operating expense of $53 per street lamp 
per year and voted that as the appropriation for the current year- 


It is our opinion that this will be found SMALL enough. ' 
.. 
- 


Accepting^ $53 as an approximate cost per year for lighting and maintaining 


each of the 4-30 street lamps, we find an' operating cost for street lamps of "$22,790. 


We have then, entering into the. cost to the taxpayers of Fort Wayne for mu- 


nicipal lighting, fixed expenses (see previous talk, 141) of $40,999, plus operating 
expense of the above $22,790, or a total of $63.789. • 


Now, while the City uses some limited electric current for other purposes than 


street .lighting, it also charges up such use to other City departments. 


In the case of private lighting what little it is doing, and it is very inconsider- 


able, is offset in'receipts by extra items of cost, includng outstanding Bills, which 
cannot be definitely figured in here. 


So for all practical purposes we may .reckon that our 430 street lamps" have 


involved the City in a yearly expense on lighting account of $63,789. 


THIS MEANS OVER $148 PER LAMP.

" - If! ? 


Under contract a year ago the street lamps were costing us $70 each". 
As a matter of fact, the City received a credit for all lamps that were out-;-such 


outages bringing the average cost down at the close of the contract to a rate, as 
before figured, of some $64.82 per lamp. 


Think, fellow taxpayers, what this means! 
' '• > 


Is not Fort Wayne paying considerably more than twice what it did a year 


ago per lamp for its street lighting, reckoning on 430 lamps? 


What makes it worse is that the citizens do not get 430 lamps as'an average. 


But they pay the bills just the same.

For instance, not long ago one .of the lamps on. the Lakeside tower was out 


twenty-eight successive nights. It was then replaced only when a second outage 
on the tower occurred and continued several nights . 


The number of outages reported by night patrolmen to police headquarters is 


something excessive—and even then all are not reported. . 
. 


Formerly such outages were charged up by the City to the Lighting Company, 


at contract price.

The Problem in Dixie. 


"Tho black man with all his limita- 


tions has a. peculiar claim upon the 
sympathy and good will of the Ameri- 
can people. Even when the nation did 
not count him a man he was fighting 
for the nation's best Interest." 
Thus 


spoke Rev. M. C. B. Mason. D. D., of 
Cincinnati, when on Wednesday even- 
ing, before the largest audience ot the 
convention, he • delivered his 
famous 


lecture, "Solving the Problem In Dixie." 
Dr. Mason is undoubtedly one of the 
greatest colored orators in the country. 
He is corresponding secretary ot the 
Freedman's Aid society, which has un- 
der its supervision one hundred and 
twenty-six institutions of learning in 
the southern states for the education 
of the negro. These schools have an 
enrollment of over 9,000 students, 4,000 
of which are pursuing systematic, in- 
structions in some form of industrial 
education. 


Dr. Mason was born in 1857 on a su- 


gar plantation in Louisiana and was 
twelve years of age before he learned 
his letters. 
He attended one of the 


aid society's schools as he was entering 
his thirteenth year and by hard work 
arid perseverance, with part of the time 
spent in school and part of the time 
working, he was 'successful In com- 
pleting the course of study prescribed 
and graduating from the TJnlversty of 
New Orleans. 


Born In slavery, the condition of the 


black' man has been ever before him 
and his appeal for his race was elo- 
quent and pathetic in the extreme. 


"America," he said, "is tho most cos- 


mopolitan country on the face of the 
earth. Out-rivaling Rome in her most 
palmy days, we have peoples of all 
races, of all colors and 
from every 


clime ;.under the sun. They are all 
here. 
The versatile and unconquer- 


Pict, the broad-minded and liberty lov- 
ing German, the silent yet Indomitable 
Italian, tho suspicious and atheistic 
Bohemian and the tender and forgiving 
negro—they are all here. 
God sent 


them, all here except my people, and 
when the whit* man saw the circle was 
not complete be hurriedly sent for us. 
Of all these diverse nationalities the 
negro is the one upon whom there is a 
question mark, and the question of 
what shall be done with the black man 
is perhaps more intense today than 
ever. 


"I feel that I am privileged to dis- 


cuss the problem of the colored race 
here tonight, because I am part of the 
problem myself." he continued. "The 
black man was the first to shed his 
blood In the revolutionary war; thou- 
sands suffered with 
Washington at 


Valley Forge. In the war of 1S60 the 
black man gave a piece of magnanim- 
ity that could not come from any 
heathen. There stood the black man 
with one hand on the door ot his mas- 
ter's mansion, guarding it carefully 
when the master was away, and the 
other hand outstretched 
to welcome 


the union soldier, and if there is a sol- 
dier here tonight he will bear me out 
in the statement that the black face 
.was ever a friend of tha soldier. 


"What shall be done with the black 


man? 
Some," he said, "thought 
the 


problem would be solved by letting 
the race die out, for it was estimated, 
when the census was taken up in 1SSO. 
that the growth of the negro population 
was not in keeping with the growth of 
the population at large. But did they 
forget," ho inquired, "that the negro 
race is prolific? In 1860 it numbered 
four and one half millions In the Unit- 
ed' States. Today ten and three-fourths 
millions. 
Tho colored man hns more 


than doubled himself In the last forty- 
five years. He is one of the few col- 
ored races of the world who has been 
able to stand up side by side ot the 
white man, look up into his blue eyes 
and live. A race that persecution can- 
not kill has a great future before It. 


"What shall we do with the black 


man? What is my theory? I have no 
theory. Theories built on prejudice and 
misconception have been in our way 
all these 
years. 
The gospel is my 


common-sense notion. 
Give to the 


black man the gospel and you have not
